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MELLOWNESS OVERWHELMS SAG HARBOR 

The police were inundated over the weekend as 
anxious Sag Harbor residents called to report 
a sudden outbreak of mellowness. While a 
direct connection has yet to be established, 
this mellowness seemed to coincide with the 
mysterious presence of all sorts of good vibes 


radiating from around the Long Wharf in the 


village—a situation that police first observed 
and began monitoring on Saturday afternoon. 
Police believe that the unexpected manifestation 
of these otherwise inexplicable phenomena can 
be traced to “wild, trippy music” that could 
be heard emanating from Bay Street Theater 
during the period in question. “I don’t know 
what music it was,” said Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch, “but when I heard it 
all I could do was picture a bunch of young, 
hairy people in tie-dye shirts dancing around 
as if they were hallucinating. Although I have 
to say, it even made me, feel pretty mellow.” 
Bay Street Theater explained that a tribute to 
the Grateful Dead was happening at the theater 
over the weekend and admitted that some of 
the dangerously mellow sounds being produced 
inside the theater were possibly being released 


into the surrounding environment during the 
show. Police continued to monitor the situation 
through Saturday evening, on the alert for an 
influx of VW buses—but thankfully these never 
materialized. “Police did see a Deadhead sticker 
on a BMW,” said Hirsch, “but when we pulled 
it over there were just some white-haired, old 
people inside it. We let them go on their way.” 


ROAD HARD, PUT AWAY WET 

Authorities are now considering another new 
proposal formulated in response to a growing 
problem of local people accidentally driving 
their vehicles off the road and into the water. 
A previous proposal—which involves dyeing 
Peconic Bay a bright color to warn errant 
drivers that they are about to drive into the 
water—has already reached the planning stage. 
The proposal just put forward suggests that 
area roads themselves should be painted in 
bright colors, to contrast with the water, so 
that drivers will be better able to make out 
the now indistinguishable differences between 
road surfaces and open water. Randy Pfluger, 
president of Peconic Dye Job, a group advocating 
for the existing proposal to dye the bay, is 
enthusiastic about the new proposal. “I think, 
and I believe the authorities will agree, that we 
should be looking at a both/and scenario rather 
than an either/or scenario. Say we dye the bay 
orange and we paint the roads bright green. No 
one will then be able to miss where the road 
ends and the water begins.” Safety officials are 
looking into the new proposal. @& ;

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Killer Bee Movie 


Movie Makers’ Hope for Another Basketball Title Comes a Cropper

ne of the greatest movies made about 

basketball was Hoop Dreams, a 1994 film 
about two high school basketball stars in the 
inner city and their hopes and dreams to move 
ahead to play in college and maybe even in the 
pros. In the year it came out, it was an Academy 
-Award nominee and Roger Ebert called it a 

“masterpiece” and awarded it the title of best 
film of the 1990s. 

“It is the gold standard for documentaries,” 
said filmmaker Ben Cummings the other day. 
And nobody doubts it. 

But Cummings, along with his brother Orson, 
is currently making a movie about high school 
basketball, and he has one thing going for him 
that the makers of Hoop Dreams never did. A 
championship. Maybe. 

_The thing is, when you start to make a 
documentary about the hopes and dreams of 
the subject of a film, you know what they hope 
to do. But you go along making hundreds of 


hours of film and how it ends is not in your. 


control. The protagonist succeeds or fails, and 
whichever it is, that’s what you get. 

In Hoop Dreams, the two protagonists, William 
Gates and Arthur Agee, get accepted to play in 
college, and that’s fine. Their dream to star 
doesn’t happen. It’s fine. And part of the thrill 
of watching the film is their dealing with that. 

As for Ben and Orson Cummings, they began 
filming Killer Bees at the start of their season, and 


the dream was the team, this Bridgehampton 
High School basketball team, might go on to 
get a state championship. They’ve done. it 
before. In the last 35 years, they’ve been state 
champs seven times, and as the season started, 
it looked like they might be able to do it again. 

There would be 29 games to play. They had 
a star player in Charles Manning Jr. There 
was at least the hope that late Sunday night 
of the weekend of March 12-13, a phone call 
would go out from Glens Falls, where the state 
championshipsareplayed, totheBridgehampton 
parents, teachers and administrators, to the 
fire department, the police department and the 
ambulance service, to get out onto the Montauk 
Highway and head west toward the Expressway 
to meet the yellow Bridgehampton School team 
bus coming the other way, to escort that bus, 
with all the coaches and kids on board cheering 
and screaming, “WE WON! WE WOW!” as they 
came east. 

Coming into town, under the glow of the 
streetlights, the bus would be met by even 
more townspeople who would then follow it 
down to the school for the big midnight party 
on the front lawn—as has happened on seven 
other occasions in the last 35 years. 

What a fine ending to the Killer Bees movie 
that would make. 

But then this happened. Last fall, at the start 
of the school year, the Cummings Brothers 
were sitting with Coach Carl Johnson to discuss 
the upcoming plans for filming when a different 


sort of phone call came in. Johnson answered it. 
It was not good news. 

Charles Manning Jr., the star of the team as 
a junior the prior year, would not be returning 
to the Bridgehampton School. He had been 
drafted by another high school, a large private 
school upisland called Long Island Lutheran. 
They offered him a tuition scholarship. He 
would be finishing high school there. 

Lutheran is not a competitor to the Killer 
Bees. The Killer Bees are a Class D team, in 
the group of the state’s smallest high schools. 
Lutheran, with its much larger enrollment, is 
Class A. But Lutheran takes basketball very 
seriously. Players from Lutheran have had 
successful careers in that sport. They assemble 
top teams made up of kids from near and far. 

Should the Cummings Brothers withdraw 
their plan to film the Killer Bees? Absolutely 
not. If the team doesn’t win there is still a story 
to tell. 

But guess what? Here it is Thursday, March 
3 as I write this, and the Killer Bees, even 
without their star, are just one win away from 
being invited to the finals in Glens Falls. The 
rest of the team just hiked up their game a few 
notches. 

For example, on Tuesday, they played Eldred 
for the Southeast Regional Semifinal in Class 
D. The game was contested in the gym at 
Suffolk Community College in Selden, where 
there was room for lots of cheering fans. The 
Killer Bees came at Eldred (Cont'd on next page) 
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with their swarming, high-intensity, 
high-speed style. It’s something 
they have to do, not only because 
it works, but because, invariably, 
they are shorter on average than 
the players on the other team. They 
swarm. On defense, they jump into 
the passing lanes. They break up 
plays and intercept passes. 

Even with Manning in the game, 
they played like that. Last year, 
when Manning led the team to the 
championship and the story line for 
the film had initially included the 
hope, they played like that. Another 
story line was that as Charles 


Manning had done it last year, his We'll get them next year! 
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dad, Maurice Manning, playing for 
the Killer Bees 17 years ago, had 
also done it—leading the team 
to not one but two consecutive 
championships. Now Charles had 
led the team to one championship. 
And it was thought he could do it 
again in his senior year, but it was 
not to be. So what was this? 
The Eldred Yellow Jackets fell 
, behind the Bridgehampton Killer 
2 Bees in the first half, going into the 
| § locker room behind 35-20. Playing 
S against a swarming style can wear 
Zyou out. But knowing you had to 
=do it all over again in the second 
half seemed to make it even worse. 
Bridgehampton scored 11 points in a - 
row to start the third quarter and it was really 
all over. Final score: Killer Bees 67, Eldred 
50. Just one game to go! The finals, here we 
come! Maybe. 

The star of the team now is the whole team, 
but if you had to pick a few players out who 
raised their game without Manning, you'd 
have to mention Matthew Hostetter and Tylik 
Furman, and of course captain Josh Lamison. 
These were the stars on a team whose tallest 
player is just 6 feet 2 inches. 

The Killer Bees went home on the school bus 
quietly and without showing emotion. They 
had done what they had to do. The Cumming 
Brothers were at the game, of course, filming 
away. The team was thinking only of their next 
game. It would be against the Clark Academy, 
and the winner goes to Glen Falls for the 
Championship in Westchester.

Well, before that game, I asked Ben Cummings 
when the movie would be coming out. 

“We will know how it ends next week,” he 
said. “And after that begins the hard part. We 
have 150 hours of film. It has to be condensed 
down to 90 minutes. We’re going to try to have 
it done late next summer. It will probably be 
too late for the Hamptons International Film 
Festival, which picks its movies in the early 
summer. But we will enter the Hamptons Take2 
Film Festival in November, I should think. We'll 
just have to see.” 

The centerpiece of the film is the Killer 
Bees. But the Bridgehampton School and the 
surrounding Hamptons community is the rest 
of the story—a story of farmers and summer 
people and blacks and whites. 

Go get ’em, Killer Bees.

The Southampton World Affairs Council’s Secret Is Revealed at Last

he Hamptons is the destination for many 

wealthy New Yorkers who buy large estates 
here, then move in for part of the year with 
their families. 

On rare occasions, however, there is a large 
extended family of wealthy individuals who 
settle here. I think of the De Menil sisters, 
Adelaide and Christophe, who lived with their 
separate families. not far from each other in 
East Hampton and Sag Harbor, and | think of 
Angier Biddle Duke and his brother Anthony 
Drexel Duke, who settled in Southampton and 
East Hampton. Both of these separate families 
were supporters of many charitable and artistic 
ventures, and both were and are well respected 
in the community. 

The death of Robin Duke in early February 
at the age of 92 had special meaning for me, 
however. With both her husband, Angier, and 
brother-in-law Tony gone, I can now tell a story 
about her that for a long time needed to be kept 
secret. The time has come. 

Robin Duke was a tall, beautiful and elegant 
woman who had been a model, a TV reporter 
and, as Angier’s wife, a friend of presidents, 
royalty and the famous. The list of charities she 
either founded or headed up is long. She raised 
money for the needy, women’s issues, health 
and education, not only in America but all over 
the world. She also served as Ambassador to 
Norway after being appointed by Bill Clinton. 


This did not stop her from becoming the 
chairman of a local World Affairs Council in 
Southampton that her husband, Angier, had 
headed up until he died. 

It was bittersweet that she did this. Angier 
had been even more involved in charitable 
giving than Robin, if that were possible. He also 
was a friend of many presidents, and served 
as ambassador to Morocco, Spain, Denmark 
and El Salvador during his long diplomatic 
career. He became Chief of Protocol for his 
personal friend, President John Kennedy. He 
served as Chancellor of Southampton College 
in retirement. And then, still vigorous at 79, he 
went out one day onto Wickapogue Road to go 
Rollerblading. The sport was new. And he felt 
he could do it. He swerved out into the road, 
however, and was hit by a car and killed. This 
happened in April of 1995. 

Earlier, Angier had brought an interesting 
intellectual organization called the World Affairs 
Council to Southampton. The World Affairs 
Council has branches all over the United States 
that act independently of one another but share 
the same goals. Each Council has a board of 
directors that reaches out to interesting people 
in the community asking them to speak about 
what they know. The public is invited. A lively 
discussion follows the talk. 

The World Affairs Council of Southampton 
came to my attention, logically enough, when 
their talks got listed in the upcoming calendar of 
Dan’s Papers. The talks took place, appropriately 


enough, in the beautiful cherry paneled living 
room of the 100-year-old administration building 
of Southampton College. 

I went to one of these talks. A lectern had 
been set up at one end of the room. Thirty 
folding chairs sat in rows facing it. By the 
time the lecture started, we had a full house. 
I do not recall what the speech was about. 
After that, | went to others, and came away 
from these experiences knowing more about 
China, Yachting or Public Health in Zambia than 
before I went in. I liked that. 

After a while, I thought I'd like to join the 
Council’s board of directors. | made inquiries. 
They seemed happy to have me. I paid dues. 
Because of what I am going to describe shortly, 
I will not list some of the other members of 
this board. Let us just say there were 10, and 
they were among the most prominent people in 
this community. 

The chairman was Robin Duke, who had 
taken over for her husband after his passing. 
I found her a formidable, ramrod-straight 
presence at our meetings, smart, on-topic and 
knowledgeable. I felt privileged to have met her 
and glad she was running this organization. 

But as time passed, the World Affairs Council 
had fewer and fewer events. For one thing, 
the community was growing up around us 
and the access to talented and accomplished 
individuals was more available than before. 
At the same time, she was getting busier and 
had less and less time = (Cont'd on next page) 
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for the group. After a while, we were 
holding only three talks a year. 

Then one day, J got a phone call 
from the Vice President of the World 
Affairs Council that there was to be an 
emergency meeting the following day. 

I remember this meeting well. It took 
place up in that living room where we 
usually met. It was night. 

“I have something important I 
want to talk about,” Robin said, “and 
I think it best to ask you not to let it 
leave this room.” 

We ail sat up straight in our seats. 

“We have people who _ help 
handle our books. As we do not 
have an office, they do the work 
from home. | call them up and 
say which checks to write, and they 
make deposits. Now we find they’ve 
been stealing.” 

What followed was a conversation that lasted 
more than a half-hour. The issue at hand was 
what should we do about it? 

How much was involved? About $3,500. 

How did we find out about it? The person 
admitted it. 

What are our options? We could call the 
police and have them arrested. Or we could do 
nothing and just forget about it. 

Had this person been fired? Obviously, yes. 

Who was it? Robin gave us the name. | 
had never heard of this person, but they 
lived in a small house in Patchogue and had 
five children. 


What did this person do with the money? 
Spent it on food and rent and things for 
the kids, we were told—this person was living 
day-to-day. 

- How much is left in the account? $10. 

Some of the members of the board said we 
have to call the police. We were a nonprofit 
organization. We had an obligation to do that. 
Another board member said that was not his 
thinking. Doing that would create a scandal. 
Some of the members said so what? But others 
said that was a point to be considered. 

The conversation then moved over to a 
discussion about the hard times this person 


was going through, and how part 
of the mission of the World Affairs 
Council was to help others. Unsaid 
was how we all were quite well-to-do. 

Someone asked if we couldn’t just 
reach in our pockets and replenish the 
account ourselves. But then others 
said we had to consider ethics and 
morality and the right thing to do, and 
that this was stealing. 

After this discussion, we realized 
we were split right down the middle 
about what to do, and we weren't 
going to come to any consensus. 

- And so, Robin said we should 

adjourn and meet again to discuss it 
_further at another time. With that, we 
8all got up with a rustling of the chairs 
Zand, silently, left. 

I suspect another meeting of the 
World Affairs Council board did 
take place, though I did not attend for some 
reason. I was told that the Council members 
themselves reached into their pockets and 
made the organization whole. So that was that. 
But the fact is, no matter how you looked at it, 
this incident had shut us down. There never 
were any more panel discussions or lectures. 
The affairs of the world went on without us. 

I am not close to the Duke family and so had 
no trouble in just never mentioning all that had 
happened. It had just been one of those things. 

Well, now I have gotten it off my chest. And to 
the person who took the money, wherever you

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Westhampton Beach Parade Marshal of a Different Color?

t’s not easy being “Coneish.” There are so 

many questions surrounding this year’s 
Westhampton Beach 49th Annual St. Patrick’s 
Day Parade Marshal, East Quogue resident John 
Murray that Dan’s Papers decided to pose a few 
and share Murray’s erudite answers. Reprinted 
below is our conversation, translated from the 
French—or was he speaking in Remulakian? 
Dan Aykroyd, creator of Saturday Night Live’s 
iconic (icone-ic?) Coneheads was not available 
for comment: 


How does it feel to be named the grand 
marshal of this year’s parade? 

At first I didn’t think I was worthy. I still don’t, 
but I’m very honored and ready to have fun.

My 
wife has put up with a lot. It all started in New 
York in the late 1970s. My wife, my best friend 
and I were walking by the Abracadabra costume 
shop and we saw a Conehead costume. My 


friend sneaked back and bought it for my 
birthday. In 1980 I wore it in the back of 
my old Ford truck. Some of. our floats have 
included: Coneheads Are Irish Too, El Cone 
Nino, Hurricones, Lonesome Cones, Miss Piggy 
in the mouth of a shark while a Conehead in a 
trailer behind them tries to reel in the shark. 


As you know, 2016 is the 100th anniversary 
of the Easter Rising in Dublin, which was led 
in part by my cousin Sean MacDermott. How 
are the heroes of this event being honored by 
your community’s parade this year? 

I’m not Irish, I’m Coneish, but I love the Irish 
people! I was adopted, that’s maybe why I’m 
Coneish. My brother-in-law Peter Quinn is Irish. 
And my wife’s family, the Barrys. 


What would you say is the best thing about 
living where you do? 

It’s such a beautiful place; it’s always green 
here. I moved back here after I got out of the 
service. We’ve done some traveling. and I’ve 
taken my cone all over the world—Paris, Ireland, 
Havana, Australia, New Zealand, Hawaii. We’re 
always glad to get back home. 


What will you be wearing on the big day? 

I will be wearing a cone. This is the time of 
year Coneheads are very comfortable, it’s the 
right temperature.

Ironically, she attributes her sense 
of freedom and spontaneous expressionist style 
to her classical, formal training. Argentieri cites 


as inspirations master Impressionists Matisse - | 


and Van Gogh, as well as Gerhard Richter, John 
Singer Sargent and Wolf Kahn. 

Argentieri is honored, she says, to have 
been selected by the world famous art brush 
manufacturer Escoda, and by Daniel Smith 
Artists’ Materials, as their featured artist. In 
2014 she was voted Best Artist of Nassau 
County, and she is a member of the Salmagundi 
Art Club and local art leagues. Drawing since 
she was five years old, Argentieri has a B. F. A. 
from the School of Visual Arts. 


You took a break from the world of fine art to 


become a graphic artist. When did watercolor 
emerge as your preferred medium? 

When I got back to painting I wasn’t too 
confident, but a Facebook friendship with the 
late watercolorist Nicholas Simmons changed 
that. He was so encouraging. He became a 
mentor. Like my husband, Giorgio, he was 
always urging me on. I’m also inspired by 


old wave Rock ’n’ Roll and the ocean—my 


paintbrush goes with the music. I had been 
doing smaller canvases until Simmons got me 
to go looser and larger in both watercolor 
and acrylic. | wound up doing a series of little 
flower paintings. It was like putting icing on a 
cake. And, I did acrylics with my hands—what 
a mess, but what fun! I never know what I want 
to paint until I’m halfway in. 


What is distinctive about your work? 

My paintings are very free-flowing, loose 
and bold with color. I dive right into the 
dry paper without hesitation, with a loaded 
brush full of lush, vibrant color. What sets 
me apart from most watercolorists, I think, 
especially with my figurative work, is my use of 
negative space—more important than positive 
space for me. I love watercolor because It’s 


often unpredictable. I like controlling the chaos 
that happens when water and pigment dance 
on paper. 


You do figures, solo and groups, landscapes 
and still lifes. What do you most enjoy? 

People tell me I’m an extremely versatile 
painter, but I love doing figures and flowers 
most of all. Figures show anatomy, and I can 
do them in 10 strokes. I wish I had a studio—I 
would find a muse and do more. 


You work with Daniel Smith’s Quinacridone 
colors, pigments that dazzle with bold hues. 
When did you discover them? 

I read an article about them and bought a tube 
of gold, and that was it. I always use this color in 
my watercolors. It’s my go-to color. The colors 
are like jewels, so vibrant, and they mix well with 
each other—I don’t mix colors on a palette but 
let them freely merge together on the paper, not 
bounded by outlines. Also, what you see is what 
you get, there are no surprises when the painting 
dries, it doesn’t dry lighter. &&

East End Artist Gains National Attention 


BY OLIVER PETERSON 


ae rant Haffner is well-known and loved as a 
painter and scene maker in the Hamptons 
art world. But over the last 12 months or so, the 
artist’s profile has exploded well beyond the East 
End. After years of hard work and a perfect wave of 
social media love and luck, Haffner’s colorful and 
propulsive paintings of local roads and utility poles 
have set him on a path most artists only dream of. 

Now, as he sits poised on the edge of what 
could be widespread international recognition 
and, possibly, art stardom, Haffner is relocating to 
Massachusetts. And—with a lot of help from his twin 
sister Carly Haffner, their artist friends and Hampton 
Photo Arts—he’s saying goodbye (for now) with one 
more “Bonac Tonic” exhibition, Bonac Tonic Rising, 
opening this Saturday, March 12 at Ashawagh Hall 
in Springs. 

Sitting down to discuss his recent good fortune, the 
power of social media in art, and Saturday’s show, 
Haffner explained how the Bonac Tonic collective 
became a powerful force in the East End art scene, 
and why it’s important to continue showing young 
talent outside established galleries. “There’s great 
young talent here that needs to be seen, so that’s a 
big reason why we’re doing it—just for the old school 
reason of showing art and having a good time:”

Grant Haffner in his North Haven studio 


Before the Bonac Tonic art collective put on 
their very first show at Ashawagh Hall 10 years ago, 
Haffner says he had walked around showing Xeroxed 
copies of his paintings to local galleries and was 
wholly rejected. “Everyone kind of shunned [me] off, 
and | quickly realized that I didn’t have time to try 
to get someone to believe in me,” the artist recalls, 
explaining what led to Bonac Tonic creating their 
own shows and how that evolved into bigger things. 

“It is the reason that the galleries eventually 
accepted me—it’s almost like 1 proved myself in front 
of their eyes,” Haffner says. 

Bonac Tonic put on fun events and displayed 
good, fresh work. “It was an art party,” Haffner adds. 
“We were having so much fun, that when people 
came in, you almost fed off that fun energy.” 

On Saturday, Bonac Tonic Rising is designed to 
recapture the exciting energy from those early days. 
The exhibition features a mix of artists, including 
some of the collective’s founding members, frequent 
participants and a few artists showing for the very 
first time. The list includes Alexander George McCue, 
Christine Lidrbauch, Carly Haffner, Grant Haffner, 
Darlene Charneco, Erick Osbaldo Segura, Hailey 
London, Justin Smith, Kate Nicolai, Rossa Cole, Sabra 
Moon Elliot, Sage Cotignola, Scott Bluedorn and 
Scott Gibbons. 

With no air of importance or pretension, Haffner 
points out that since his work gained international 


attention via Instagram and other social media 
sites, all his studio time is spent filling a long 
list of commission orders. Recent patrons include 
celebrities, such as Rose McGowan, and serious 
international art heavyweights, including one 
billionaire Japanese collector, Yusaku Maezawa, 
who’s giving Haffner a solo exhibition in October. 
Meanwhile, Marriott is decorating 60 rooms in 
their new Long Island City hotel with Haffner’s art, 
and he’s already been contacted by another hotel in 
Sacramento, CA. Juno Records in Germany also hired 
Haffner to paint the cover of their next CockTail 


d’'Amore album, by DJ Omer, and new opportunities 
are popping up daily. “It’s just like piggybacking,” 
Haffner says. “I’m not looking for this stuff, I’m just 
putting it out there.” 

Bonac Tonic Rising opens at 6 p.m. on Saturday, 
March 12 at Ashawagh Hall in Springs. The show 
is also open from 12-4 p.m. on Sunday. Haffner 
is represented by Damien Roman Fine Art, 
damienaromanfineart.com.

he Bayard Cutting Arboretum is a state park 

hidden between Heckscher State Park and 
the Connetquot River. Located in the Village of 
Great River close to Patchogue and right off Sunrise 
Highway, Bayard is a great place to visit, even when 
the temperatures dip and the walking trails are 
covered in snow. The Arboretum is a year-round 
destination for arts, culture and horticulture. Voted 
the best public garden on Long Island, it is a favored 
location for wedding photography or a casual stroll 
and a cup of tea. 
‘Early spring is an_ especially 


and original furnishings, which are on display 
year-round. 

Executive Director and botanist Nelson Sterner 
operates the Arboretum. According to Sterner, the 
Arboretum is a piece of living history, with trees 
onsite over a century in age, some of which are the 
rarest in the county. He named the Sargent’s Weeping 
Hemlock as an outstanding specimen, standing 35 
feet wide and approximately 20 feet tall. He also 
favors the weeping beech tree right outside the café. 
It’s the only living example in the world of its size. 
You can walk beneath it, on a boardwalk.

Java Nation: 


BY ANNA SANTACROCE 


s you walk through the doors of Java Nation, 

the delicious scent of freshly roasted coffee 
fills the air around you. A Hamptons institution and 
a classic “mom and pop shop,” Java Nation has been 
roasting its own coffee for over 20 years. 

Owners Andrés and Cheryl Bedini operated Java 
Nation on Main Street in Sag Harbor for 
over 17 years. Java Nation—or “Java,” 
as locals call it—moved operations to 
Bridgehampton three years ago, just two 
doors east of the Bridgehampton train 
station. Dan’s spoke to Andrés about the 
move, how Java Nation is an exciting, 
unique spot for coffee lovers on the East 
End, and the fascinating process coffee 
beans go through before being savored by 
coffee aficionados everywhere. 

“Bridgehampton is a great community,” 
says Bedini. “This town is located right 
in the middle of everything. You get to 
see many of the same people, as well as 
their children. You get to connect the 
dots, so to speak, as to who is related 
to whom. Plus, there are three schools 
located in Bridgehampton: The Hayground 
School, Ross Lower _ School 
Bridgehampton School.” 

Bedini’s favorite cup of coffee is a Blue Mountain— 
black. “Our most popular cup of coffee is a large 


also very popular. During the summer, Java Nation 
probably sells about 300 cups of coffee per day. 
But we also sell about 100 pounds of beans per 
day. Our most popular roast is Sumatra French 
Roast. The trend in coffee is more lightly roasted 
coffee, so that a person can taste the true flavor. 
People are also looking for coffee from more 
exotic locations.”

Bedini is passionate about coffee and explains 


the process behind its harvesting. “Coffee beans 


Bean to Being in Bridgehampton 


of Capricorn, in the mountains, above 3,000 feet. 
Coffee is ideally grown in volcanic soil under natural 
forest canopies. First, a small sapling is planted in the 
ground. After five years, the tree starts to flower its 
first red cherries. After that, you pick the red cherry 
off of the sapling. The cherry is pulped, meaning the 
skin and pulp is taken off. After the pulping, what is 
left of the cherry is fermented. The fermentation takes 
about 24 hours and then it is washed. After 
the washing process, the fermented cherry 
seed is dried and husked by machine. 
After the husking, the cherry seed has to 
be graded and sorted. The beans are then 
bagged. After the bagging, the beans are 
shipped from New York. Then Java Nation 
puts about 25 pounds of beans into [our 
1,000-pound] roaster. The beans are then 
cooked until they are caramelized. Then, 
they’re bagged and ready to be ground. 
After the beans are ground, they can go 
into a coffee maker—where a person can 
pour a cup of coffee.”

What Home Will Top Hamptons Market in 2016?

n the annals of American real estate, only six 

home sales have broken the $100 million barrier 
(with one other landing right on the $100 million 
number). Not surprisingly, two of those deals took 
place right here in the Hamptons—a $103 million 
sale on Further Lane in 2007 and the eye-popping 
$147 million deal that was Barry Rubenstein’s 
purchase of 67 Further Lane and a pair of connecting 
lots in 2014, which remains not only the most 
expensive home price ever paid here on the East 
End, but the most expensive anywhere in the USA. 

Now it appears the second most expensive home 
purchase in the history of the Hamptons, and 
another one for the $100 million-plus club, may be 
on the brink of going to ink, if a reported $110 million 
deal goes through for 93 Lily Pond Lane, 101 Lily 
Pond Lane and 97 Lily Pond Lane. The New York Post 
reported that the three properties purchased back 
in 2014 for $93.9 million may be seeling, and if so it 
will trail only Rubenstein’s buy in the rarefied air of 
pricey Hamptons home deals. 

Should the deal come to fruition, East Hampton 
would surely be the odds-on favorite to make it a 
three-peat atop the list of priciest sales in our area 
this year. Looking at the annual report of Hamptons 
Top 10 Most Expensive Sales 2015 from Town & 
Country Real Estate, the home turf of Jerry Seinfeld, 
Steven Spielberg and other A-Listers once more 
grabbed the title it earned in 2014 with the $57.3 
million sale of 226 Further Lane. 


The next five properties on the 2015 final tally 
meander into Montauk (the much-ballyhooed $48.7 
million deal back in December for Andy Warhol’s 
former estate, Eothen, which J. Crew CEO Mickey 
Drexler bought in 2007 for $27 million), then into 
Southampton to fill out the Top 5: $40 million for 28 
Gin Lane, $38 million for 1100 Meadow Lane and $37 
million for 784 Meadow Lane. The honors at Number 
6 go to Water Mill, where 493 Rose Hill Road went for 
$29.5 million 

But at Number 7, there’s East Hampton once again, 
and a familiar-sounding street: 249 Further Lane sold 
for $28.5 million. 

“Lily Pond, Further Lane and Meadow Lane are 
the crown jewels,” Town & Country Real Estate CEO 
Judi Desiderio says when asked if East Hampton— 
particularly with the reports of that trio of Lily Pond 
Lane properties above—will forever remain king of 
the Top 10 hill. 

Aside from those famous street names, which will 
certainly continue to command top dollar, other 
aspects of a home always drive prices here—some 
aspects more than others. Desiderio notes in her 
report that nine of the Top 10 sales last year were 
waterfront homes, and that seven of those nine 
were on the ocean. That, she says, is a trend that 
isn’t likely to change among the ultra high-end sales. 
“Waterfront—particularly oceanfront—is emperor.” 

All those regal properties together generated 
$354.5 million in sales in 2015. Whether the trend 
at the top will continue depends on a number of 
factors, not the least of which seems to be how

the bulls and bears will run. “The high end seemed 
to run a seven-year cycle,” says Desiderio. “And 
apparently Hamptons high-end sales follow banner 
years on Wall Street.” 

From 2010 through 2015, the annual number of 
home sales between $10 million and $19.99 million 
has jumped from 24 to 44, while those in the $20 
million and over range went from 3 in 2010 to 12 
last year (peaking at 19 in 2014). Looking at 2016 
and the prices we saw in last year’s Top 10, don’t 
be surprised to see some shifts at both ends of the 
upper echelon. But those movements may not be 
where you'd expect. “I believe we will see the Number 
10 slot lower,” Desiderio says, with a nod toward the 
$23 million deal for 377 Jobs Lane in Bridgehampton 
last year. “But the Number 1 may rise.” 4
